"The last time I saw the place was 
in 189$,* said the captain toa writer 
for Golden Days, "when 1 was on 
i, ,„...i s tramp. iteaBwrrfren Biftth^ 
had changed its course a little to take 
up some rubber at a Central Amer- 
ican port.
